REPORT OF THE 


SCHOOL BOARD. 


Your school board in submitting their second annual report do _ it 
with the belief that the schools under their supervision as a whole 
have been reasonably successful; yet, as improvement is, and ever 
should be, our watch word, we cannot be fully satisfied until all of 
the schools in the district are brought up to a high standard of ex- 
cellence. 

To accom plish this the district must first do its whole duty in sup- 
plying suitable school bulidings, and at such localities that all 
scholars in town shall have equal advantages, as near as_ possible. 
We desire to call the attention of the voters of the district to the lo- 
cation of the houses in what was formerly Dist. No. 1, and what was 
formerly known as Pike Hill Dist. Under the district system each of 
those two districts were half in the town of Unity. That town hav- ~ 
ing made changes in ‘the location of their school houses, those 
scholars that formerly attended school at these two houses have 
not the past year,and will not in the future come to this town to school. 


The school board aftera careful survey of the situation unami- 
mously and earnestly recommend the building of anew school house 
near the residence of the Barrett brothers, thereby accommodating 
all the scholars in the two districts named, together with what 
‘scholars there are in what was the Bascom district, and dis- 
pose of the three old school houses. Two of them, the one in what 
was formerly Dist. No. 1, and that in the Bascom district, are unfit 
to hold schools in the coming year. The Pike Hill house is little 
better. With these changes, and with all the elements that ‘go to 
make up good schools working in harmony, but one thing more 
would be lacking to bring our schools up to that standard we all de- 
sire; that is for the Union district to throw up its organization and 
not be divided from the rest of the town in as noble work as the 
education of our children. 

The past year we have in those three houses held six terms of 
school at an expense of $300.00,with a few exceptions scholars only re- 


ceiving the benefit of two terms. With a house located where recom- 
Sal 
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mended $200.00, would give you three terms of 10 weeks each, thirty 
weeks, with a first class teacher. The remaining $100.00 could be ad- 
vantageously used for transporting scholars, and lengthening the rest 
of the schools. ; 

The past year eleven different schools have been taught, twenty-eight 
terms in all—have employed fifteen different teachers, with three of 
them it was their first effort in teaching. 

Some progress has been made towards uniformity in text books by 
introducing Lippincott’s series of readers with, so far as we know, 
entire satisfaction. More changes of books are necessary before the 
scholars can be properly classed. The board have made during the 
year sixty-three visits to the schools. Parents and others 613. |

The Board of Education for Union School District in the town of 
Newport have to report to the legal voters in said district as follows: ~ 
Hiegw ScHoou. The first term of 12 weeks, ending June 17, ’87, 
was in charge of Charles O. Thurston, principal, and Carrie M. 
Deming, assistant. The second term of 12 weeks, ending Nov. 23d, 
*87, was in charge of Edward B. Hale, principal, and Alice E. Kinney, 


assistant. Thethird term of 12 weeks, ending March 2, ’88, was in 


charge of Sydney E. Junkins, principal, and Alice KE. Kinney, assist- 


ant, inall 36 weeks of School. For details of studies see tabulated 


statement annexed. There were three classes, 15 pupils, in Latin and 
one class, 3 pupils, in physical geography, in addition to the studies 
there enumerated. 

Whole number of different pupils forthe year: Boys, 23; girls, 41; 
in all, 64. Between 5 and 15,11; over 15, 53. Expense for teachers

GRAMMAR DEPARTMENT. ‘The first term of 12 weeks, ending June 
16, °87, was taught by Alice E. Kinney. The second and third terms 
of 12 weeks each were taught by Mattie A. Haines, in all 36 weeks of 


school. For details of studies see table. Whole number of differ- 
ent pupils for the year: Boys, 27; girls, 35; in all, 62; between 5 
vand 15, 42; over 15, 20. Expense for teacher, $9 per week; for the 


year, $324. . 
INTERMEDIATE DEPARTMENT. The first term of 12 weeks was taught 


by Attie S. Marshall. The ‘second and third terms were taught by 


Lizzie G. Phelps, in all 86 weeks of school. For details of studies 
see table. Whole number of different pupils for the year: Boys, 35; 


girls, 46; in all, 81. Expense for teacher, $8 per week; for year, 


$288. . 

- Primarins. The North has had three terms of 10 weeks each, (30 
weeks) taught by Eilen H.-Rogers. Whole number of different pu- 
pils during the year: Boys, 16; girls 26, in all, 42 between the ages 
of 5 and 15 years. Expense for teacher, $5 per week; for the 
year, $150. 

The South has had three terms of ten weeks each—in all 30 weeks 
of school taught by Mary E. Beck. Whole number of different pupils 
during the year: Boys, 23; girls, 23; in all 46, all between the .ages 
of 5and 15. Expense of teacher, $5 per week; for the year, $150. 

The East has had three terms of 10 weeks each,(30 weeks) all 
taught by Etta Fletcher. Whole number of different pupils during

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the year: Boys, 28; girls, 12; in all, 40; under 5 years of age, 2; bhe- 
tween 5 and 15, 88. Expense of teacher $5 per week; for year, $150. 

The West has had three terms of ten weeks each, (80 weeks) taught 
by Mrs. Alice B. Carr. Whole number of different pupils during the 
year; Boys, 3; girls, 7; in all, 10; under 5 years of-age, 1; between 
5 and 15 years of age,9. Expense for teacher, $5 per week; for 
year, $150. 

For studies in all the primaries see table. 
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Whole number of different pupils attending during the year as per registers, 272 — 
boys 119; girls 153; non-attendants 5. 

The present condition of the schools in Union District is most  sat- 
isfactory. It is expected that the teachers. heretofore employed will 
continue their work at the next term. There has been no increase 
in the wages of teachers during the past year. : 

A new floor of hard wood has been laid in the high school room, the 
stairs have been relaid, and-a case for chemicals has been provided. 
The class room has -been papered and provided with curtains. A new 
desk has been placed in the grammar room. 

The South primary building has been painted on the outside, and 
light repairs have been made in the other primary buildings. 

The Board of Education was authorized at the last annual meeting 
to purchase a bell for the school building, but no money was raised 
or appropriated for that purpose, and the treasurer’s report which 
will be presented at this meeting will show that we have not been 
in funds for sucha purpose. . 

Your committee has made known to the heirs ot the late Thomas 
W. Gilmore the condition of the bell presented to the district by 
him, affording them an opportunity to replace it, but no answer 
has been made in the matter—all of which is respectfully submitted.
